predion made by the objc&. But making farther an abftra&ion of zWfenfi* 
lie bodies ,he findeth Artie. 20 that extension is as true a Character c>f them, 
as the AU of thinking is of the Soul : out of which extenfon y with fome 
Principles of Natural notions ^ he is confident that all the Phenomena \w 
Nature may be deduced and explained. And becaufe it is very hard to 
give a rational account,how thefe two Subftances Soul and Body, differing 
fo much one from another,maybe/^W^?^r,he trib% Art. %$ y of f eve- 
ral degrees , by which this Union is to be facilitated ; propofing a perfect 
harmony betwixt the variety of parts continually moved in the. body, and 
the perception altered by fuch relations in the Soul. Which Mechanical 
Analogy he declareth from Art, 2 9 to the end of the Book ; (hewing ho*v 
Refpiration and Attra&ionof the Air.The Nourishment of the body by 
Eatingand Drinking, The Digeftion,Fermentation,Sanguification,Circu- 
lation of the blood >be the caufes of all Difeafesand Sickneffes;as Feaver, 
Apoplexy, Confumption, Pleurifies, and other Infirmities are produced .* 
and how the animal Spirits are generated in the Brain> and afterwards 
through the whole body difperfed^do ferve for the perfect Otconomj of 
the Body,and in all Tajfions of the Soul, Amongft all thefe explicari- 
ons,the Author fometimes does correct the errors and miftakes of other 
Phyficians, efpecially about the generation *x femine & ovo. For the 
reft, the whole book fecmcth to be a meet explication of Des*C#rtes his 
opinions. 
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
